7.  — Representing  the  Out-patient  department  of  the 
Hospitals,  it  also  affords,  especially  to  the  aged  and 
in  firm,  and  to  women  and  their  little  children,  the 
inestimable  advantage  of  the  home  visits  of  the  Resident 
Medical  Officer. 

8.  — Supported  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
London,  several  of  the  City  Liveried  Companies,  the 
Hospital  Sunday  Fund,  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund, 
and  Alexandra  Day.

j. — The  Committee  are  pleaseci  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  Institution  continues  to  carry  on  its  useful  and 
beneficent  work.  The  generous  contributions  of  the 
Subscribers  and  the  exertions  of  the  Honorary  Staff 
have  enabled  assistance  (Medical  and  Surgical)  to  be 
given  to  2059  patients,  many  being  visited  in  their 
homes. 

2.  — Working  men,  unable  to  attend  during  the  day, 
are  seen  on  Tuesday  nights  at  8  p.m.,  Dental  cases  on 
Thursdays  at  noon,  and  School  Children  (for  whom  the 
London  County  Council’s  various  Clinics  are  available) 
daily  (Saturdays  excepted.) 

3.  — Reference  is  made,  with  much  regret,  to  the  loss 
the  Institution  has  sustained  by  the  death  of  the  Very 
Revd.
